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[54] Title of the Invention: Ulcer Healing Syrup 
[57] Abstract 

The ulcer healing syrup is a Chinese drug intended for treating gastric ulcer and 
duodenal ulcer. The formula of this medicine consists of the Chinese herbs Sangusis 
draconis, alum, carbon carbonate and honey. This medicine stimulates blood circulation 
and relieves pain, and is highly effective in healing ulcers. Patients of gastric ulcer or 
duodenal ulcer can be healed and thoroughly cured by taking 3 to 5 doses of this 
medicine in a week. They do not need to experience the pain associated with surgical 
treatments. The manufacturing costs for this medicine are relatively low; and it is easy 
and convenient to use for ulcers treatment. This new medicine benefits a lot of patients 
because of its cost effectiveness, convenience and effectiveness in thoroughly curing the 
disease without surgery.

Claims 



1 . The ulcer healing syrup comprises the Chinese medicinal ingredients of Sangusis 
draconis, alum, carbon carbonate and honey. 

2. The ingredients of the ulcer healing syrup of Claim 1 comprises the following 
quantities: Sangusis draconis 6-20 g, alum 40-80 g, carbon carbonate 30-70 g, honey 400- 
900 g.

Explanation 
Ulcer Healing Syrup 

This invention is a Chinese drug intended for treating gastric ulcer and duodenal 

ulcer. 

Gastric ulcer and duodenal ulcer are common and frequently occurring diseases. 
There are many factors that cause these two diseases, and there are also a lot of therapies 
and drugs for treating them. One of the major forms of therapy is surgery. It has been 
reported that the School of Medicine in the Hong Kong Chinese University has in the 
past few years invented an antibiotics against pyloric spirillum. Patients with gastric ulcer 
and duodenal ulcer only need to take this antibiotic for a week for the symptoms to 
disappear. Medical studies have shown that 90% of patients with duodenal ulcer and 70% 
of the patients with gastric ulcer are infected by pyloric spirillum that resides in the 
human stomach. These studies also show that in Western medicine, significant 
achievement have been made in curing gastric ulcer and duodenal ulcer without using 
surgery. However, in the traditional Chinese medical approach, there is currently no 
Chinese drug for curing these two diseases in the market. The purpose of this invention is 
to make a new Chinese drug for treating gastric ulcer and duodenal ulcer, based on a 
secret prescription of traditional Chinese medicine handed down in a family from 
generation to generation. 

The technical formula of this medicine: use Sangusis draconis, alum, carbon 
carbonate and honey as ingredients; gather Sangusis draconis, alum, carbon carbonate in 
the prescribed quantities and grind them into powder; add the appropriate amount of 
honey into it; heat and stir all the ingredients into syrup. 

This medicine can stimulate blood circulation and relieve pain, and is highly 
effective in healing ulcers. Patients with gastric ulcer or duodenal ulcer can be thoroughly 
cured by taking 3 to 5 doses of this medicine in a week, so they do not need to experience 
the pain associated with surgery. Take the example of a patient with the surname of Lu, 
who was diagnosed by his local county hospital to be suffering from duodenal ulcer. He 
was in great pain and could not get out of bed. He was hospitalized for treatment for 10 
days or so, which had no obvious beneficial effects but cost him 3000 yuan. The hospital 
decided to conduct surgery but the patient could not afford it. He therefore had to leave 
the hospital. After that, he took 5 doses of this new invention of ulcer healing syrup and 
was cured in one week. One month later, he was totally recovered and could do physical 
work again. The ulcer has not recurred. In another example, patient Li was diagnosed as 
having gastric ulcer by a hospital and was cured by taking only 3 doses (in one week) of 
the ulcer healing syrup. The gastric ulcer has not recurred to him in the past eight years. 

This medicine is also very effective to cure gastric diseases. 



The manufacturing costs for this medicine are relatively low. It is easy and 
convenient to use for ulcers treatment. This new medicine benefits a lot of patients 
because of its cost effectiveness, convenience and its effectiveness in thoroughly curing 
the disease without surgery. 

The ulcer healing syrup from this invention has some minor side effects, such as 
diarrhea in the first 1 to 2 days after usage. A small number of patients may experience 
nausea and vomiting. It is not suggested for use by patients with diabetes. 

Based on clinical applications over many years, the formula of this medicine is as 
follows: Sangusis draconis 6-20 g, alum 40-80 g, carbon carbonate 30-70 g and honey 
400-900 g. Grind the Sangusis draconis, alum and carbon carbonate into powder, then 
add honey and mix well. Heat and stir the mixture in an iron pot until it turns into syrup. 
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
